sealed diploma. In fact. one of the most popular 
private cooking schools in New York City includes a 
course on ‘“‘How to Use the Delicatessen.”’ 


In New York City high schools there are just 10 
teachers of cookery, compareG with 46 instructors of 
elocution, 122 drawing teachers and 152 instructors 
in commercial branches. This is not because the 
Board of Education has understaffed the culinary de- 
partment; cookery is an elective subject and teachers 
are provided for those who want to take it. ’ The 
trouble is that more do not elect it. 


The young husband of the future will have to find 
what consolation he can in the draw- 
ing teachers. If a girl can’t cook a good 
dinner, she will be able to draw one, and 
the realistic picture of pork chops, gravy 
and pumpkin pie set before her husband 
might keep his mind from the anemic 
sliced ham or the warped delicatessen 
piekle. Also, a knowledge of elocution 
might be useful in firing the cook or 
shouting orders to the iceman down 
the dumbwaiter. 

Though the tendency is to blame the 
girl who woujd rather keep step in the 
Price of Wales fox trot than keep 
house in the suburbs, the onus of the 
situation belongs on the modern young 
man. He has got just exactly what he 
appeared to want. 

The truth of the matter is that not 
one woman in three really enjoys blis- 
tering over a range, fish-netting stock- 
ings, or furnishing the guiding hand to 
a broom. The only thing in the past

Corre- 
spondents from all parts of 
the world were at the trial. 
The name of Dreyfus was 
on every tongue. The trial 
Was reported with great 
detail and followed with 
absorbing interest by mil- 
lions of newspaper readers. 


Of Esterhazy’s early life 
little is known. He was 
left an orphan at the age of 
10. Records show that in 
1869 he was a Captain in 
the Roman Legion in the 
service of Pope Pius IX. 
When the legion was dis- 
banded in 1870 he returmed 
to France and obtained a 
commission as Sublieuten- 
ant in the French army. 
For a time he was a trans- 
lator of German dispatches 
in the French Intelligence 
Office and later saw service 
in a campaign against 
Arabs in Algeria. Even 
then, it seems, he was prac- 
ticing the art which later 
was to make him the 
world’s most conspicuous 
forger, After a battle his 
Colonel cited a Captain and 
two Ijeutenants for brav- 


ery. but did not mention Esterhazy. When this doc- 
ument reached Paris the name of Esterhazy appeared 
in it. 

The forgery was discovered and Esterhazy was 
summoned to Paris to appear before the War Min- 
ister. Because of the distinguished army service of 
Esterhazy’s father and uncle, his offense was for- 
given and he was not even officially reprimanded. 

Esterhazy was one of the most prominent of a 
group of anti-Semitic officers in the French army. 
These men resented the commissioning of Jews as 
officers and, as subsequent events proved. they were 
willing to go to great lengths to discredit and weed 
out the Jewish officers. 

That Esterhazy was in treasonable «communication 
with Germany before Dreyfus’ accusation is now ac- 
cepted as a historical fact. He was in the pay of 
Maj. von Schwarzkoppen, military attache of the 
Germar embassy in Paris. 

In August, 1894, Esterhazy sent to Schwarzkoppen 
some papers which he had stolen or copied from the 
French army files and.with these he sent a note 
afterwards famous as the “‘bordereau,”’ which was an 


agency in convicting Capt. Dreyfus. 


The note was found in the German's waste basket 
by Madame Bastian, a scrubwoman, who was in the 
employ of the French Intelligence Department. It 
had been torn into six pieces. An investigation was 
started. Esterhazy. in pressing need of a scapegoat, 
set the official wheels to working to make certain 
that the handwriting of the note should not be iden- 
tified as his. What more natural than that this

anti-Semitic plotter should choose as his victim Capt. 
Alfred Dreyfus, least popular and least magnetic of 
the army’s Jewish officers? The note was submit- 
ted to the great French handwriting expert, Bertil- 
lon. He-said Dreyfus wrote it. A charge of treason 
was made against the luckless Jewish Captain. He 
was arrested and a courtmartial was ordered. 

From the start all the cards were stacked against 
Dreyfus, and army officers who sought to bring 
about his conviction did not hesitate to resort to 
forgery. Back of it all was the sinister influence of 
Esterhazy, the real traitor, though in the early stages 
of the world-famous case he did not appear as a 
prominent figure. 

Seven military judges sat at the trial. The most 
distinguished army advocates and civilian lawyers 
of France were at the counsel table. 

The malign Esterhazy did not openly take a part 
in the trial. He remained in the background, “‘play- 
ing such tricks as he knew how to play,” forgery as 
his trump card. 

When the “bordereau”™ failed he made his master 
lead with the “dossier.”” This was a most fateful 
document of 10 words. It was introduced into the 
case at the last moment, after the judges had retired 
to deliberate. Dreyfus did not know of its intro- 
duction and had no opportunity to controvert it. 

The trial had lasted four days, and when all the 
evidence was in it was apparent that the prosecutors 
had not made their case. The acquittal of Dreyfus 
was freely predicted. even by army advocates. His 
avthorchip oi the ‘“‘hordereau”’ had not been proved. 
But those who foresaw an acquittal did not reckon 
with the cunning and resourcefulness of Esterhazy 
and other officers in the plot. While the judges 
were deliberating a messenger was sent in to them 
with the “dossier.’"” The judges were told it was a 
note which had been intercepted by the Intelligence 
depattment after it had been mailed by the German 
attache to the Italian attache. Only this opening 
sentence was read to the judges: 

“Decidedly this raseal of a Dreyfus has become 
too exacting.”" This was taken as confirmatory evi- 
dence that Dreyfus had been selling Government se- 
crets and his conviction was quickly voted, the sen- 
tence being life imprisonment on lonely Devil's 
Island, off the coast of French Guiana. 

The seemingly clinching evidence of the ‘‘dossier’”’ 
destroyed every vestige of public sympathy for the 
luckless Dreyfus. In sight of the soldiers he had 
commanded he was publicly degraded before being 
led away to prison. The shoulder straps and but- 
tons were cut from his coat and his sword was 
broken.

Again the discarnate Oscar is reported as saying, 
rather vulgarly and with a thoroughly poor pun: 

“We are like so many ants that creep round and 
round: and do our silly tasks daily. without any 
interest in oxr work. I feel like a very ancient aunt 
nowadays. I am doing what is little better than 
picking oakum in gaol.” 

Evidently the spirit realm is not altogether heav- 
enly for the late Wilde. Witness again, Mrs. Smith 
having asked him if he had seen his mother, who 
died Several years before he did: 

“Yes, I have seen her. She has not really im- 
proved in the process of dying. She is. less comely 
now.” 

In retiring from that particular seance Oscar 
promised: “I will come to you again if you will let 
me buzz on as an autumn bee might who was tired 
of hunting for fresh blossoms out of season.’’ 

The spirit of Wilde declared he often had read 
certain authors who havé come to the front since his 
own death. “As for Mr. Arnold Bennett,”’ he stated, 
“he is the assiduous apprentice to literature, who has 
conjured so long with his master, Flaubert, that he 
has really persuaded himself and others that he has 
learned the trick.. But Flaubert’s secret is far from~ 
brim. Of his characters, one may say that they never 
say a cultured thing and never do an extraordinary 
one. They are perfectly commonplace.” ° 

Readers of Wilde recognize him in that communi- 
cation. Of Berhard Shaw he is quoted as saying, by 
way of Mrs. Smith and Mr. V.:- “After all, he might 
be called a contemporary of mine. He had such a 
keen desire to be original that it moved my pity.

John Gaisworthy was described by the spirit Wilde 
as ‘‘the aristocrat in literature, the man who takes 
joy in literature.”’ and as the only literary artist of 
today worthy of being the successor to the late 
Oscar Wilde ‘ 

“The women of my time were beautiful. from the 
Outside, at least.” says the nineteenth century Oscar 
projected into the twentieth century in this eerie 
fashion. “Now the woman is an excrescence. She 
protrudes from social wart does from the 
nose of un inebriate.”’ 

Those who know the writings of Oscar Wilde use 
this low-brow simile as proof positive, in their own 
minds. that Oscar was not present when this com- 
m nication came over. It is decidedly non-Wiideish, 
th _y declare, and -with solid reason. Oscar Wilde, 
whatever else he might have been. was far above the 
use of such figure of speech. 

But here again we find a spirit writing that sug- 
gests the true Wilde: ‘Being dead is the most bor- 
ing experience in life; that is. if one excepts being 
married or dining With a schoolmaster.”

has given in the London Weekly Dispatch, an ana ~- 
sis of the spirit writings from the viewpoint of 
Wilde’s literary style and chayacter. “‘Glancing cas- 
ually at the messages,”’ writes Drinkwater. “I shouid 
not have said they were characteristic of Oscar 
Wilde. It would, however. have impressed me as 
being the work of a man who had steeped himself 
deeply in Wilde’s plays and essays, and who had 
assimilated many of his mannerisms. There are cer- 
tain phrases, for example, that Wilde might have 
penned. Thus: ‘Mr. Bennett has undertaken a 
grave irresponsibility by adding to the number of 
disagreeable types in the world.’

F YOU will take a pre-war map of Syria and 
draw a line, starting at the Mediterranean

It is the political Zion which is causing the trouble 
today. But for the presence of strong British forces 
in Palestine the native population of Arabs would 
unquestionably deal the movement such a blow that 
it would never recover. 

During the war Sir Henry McMahon, then High 
Commissioner for Great Britain in Egypt, bargained 
with the Arabs for the latters’ entry into the war 
on the side of the allies. The Shereef of Mecca, now 
King Hussein of the Hedjaz, representing the Arab 
people. was a good bargainer and he obtained a 
promise that Palestine would be made an indepen- 
dent Arabian nation. 

This promise has been absolutely broken by the 
establishment of a Zionist state in Palestine under 
the protection of England, say the opponents of 
Zionism in England, and it is around this rock that 
English statesmen who favor the Zionist movement 
are endeavoring to sail the Jewish ship of state 
to freedom. 

The fact that England’s mandate for Palestine has 
never been ratified by the League of Nations, and 

in all probability never 


will be, need not really 
enter into the discus- 
sion, although it is a 
point frequently referred 
to in Palestine. En- 
gland. mandate or no 
mandate, is in Palestine 
to stay and it can be 
said safely that a Jew- 
ish National Home, if 
not a Zionist State, will 
always be safeguarded 
by England.

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Not content with having sent an innocent man to 
prison, Baterhazy and his coterie of conspirators set 
about to make sure that he should remain there. An 
immense amount of propaganda work was done 
along this line, including the publication of other 
forged documents besides the ‘‘bordereau”’’ and the 
“dossier.”” In executing some of these forgeries 
Lieutenant-Colonel Henry of the French army was 
a willing tool of Esterhazy. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Georges Picquart, a man of 
untiring energy and a genius for investigation, was 
one of Dreyfus’ defenders at the trial. He contin- 
ued his investigations after the trial. with startling 
results. His first discovery was that while the ‘“‘dos- 
sier”’ was based on a genuine note which passed from 
the German to the Italian attache, it did not contain 
Dreyfus’ name or make any reference to him. 

In its original form it read: 

‘Decidedly this rascal of a D——— has become too 
exacting.” 

Picquart learned that this was a reference to a 
man named Dubois, who had been trying to black- 
mail both attaches with the accusation that they had 
flirted with his wife. With the ‘dossier’ thus dis- 
eredited, Picquart made rapid progress in his inves- 
tigation. The same Madame Bastian who had found 
the “bordereau”’ brought to light another important 
paper after Dreyfus had been in prison two years. 
This also she found in the German's waste basket. 
It was a note which plainly indicated that Esterhazy 
was in the employ of the German attache. 

At this time Picquart did not know Esterhazy. He 
looked him up and obtained samples of his hand- 
writing. He compared them with published far- 
similes of the ‘‘bordereau’’ and he showed them to 
handwriting experts, including Bertillon. All agreed 
that the “‘bordereau’’ was in Esterhazy's handwrit- 
ing. He was charged with high treason and was ac- 
quitted after a farcical trial The courtmartial 
judges said they voted the acquittal ‘‘on orders.” 
Two years later in London Esterhazy confessed to 
newspaper men that he wrote the ‘bordereau.”’ 
About the same time Lieutenant-Colonel Henry con- 
fessed that he had altered the ‘“‘dossier’’ by inserting 
Dreyfus’ name. Henry Was arrested. A few days 
later he killed himself with a razor in his prison cell. 

Public opinion rapidly changed. It was voiced 
with great eloquence by Emil Zola, the novelist, who 
in 1887 published his famous “J’accuse” letter de- 
manding a new trial for Dreyfus. Even this was not

Donahey of Ohio is engaged in efforts to 
change the Ohio Penitentiary from a Middle Ages 
institution into a place where society will be bene- 
fited through incarceration and instruction of prison- 
fers, directed that the men be brought into the little 
“front office’ of the prison.

“This convict,’’ said Warden Thomas to his secree- 
tary, “says he has a confession to make. Take it 
dowh. Mills, tell your story to Mr. Howell.” 

Mills dictated to the stenographer. First of all, he 
declared that O’Brien was innocent. Then, to the 
astonishment of the officials, he said that he, Fred- 
erick William Mills, was guilty of the crime for 
which O’Brien, his cellmate, was serving such a long 
sentence. 

In company with three other men, he said, he had 
broken into the garage at Elmore the night of Nov.

The ox, however, and not the gasoline motor, is 
the German farmer’s favorite locomotive power, even 
today. Horses, which practically disappeared dur- 
ing the war, and are now being imported from 
America, cost from $300 to $500. This price, trans- 
lated into marks, accounts for the wealth of the 
farmer who owns a span or two of good mares, espe- 
cially when you remember that $500 in Germany has 
the buying power of $5000 in America. 

A good cow in GePmany sells for $40 or $59, 
and a pig for $8 or $10. A hen with chicks com- 
mands a price of 75 cents: a single egg about 50,000 
marks—-1 cent; a liter of milk about half a cent:

and a pound of butter about 15 cents, or 
750,000 marks. (These prices were gen- 
eral in the middle of August, when the mark 
stood at 5,000,000 for $1.) 


So few Germans are able to pay these 
prices, however, that farmers prefer to send 
their products into the neighboring foreign 
countries—Holland, Switzerland, Rumania, 
Hungary, Czecho-Slovakia—from which they 
receive much higher prices. There is conse- 
quently a genuine dearth of milk, eggs and 
butter in Germany. Official certificates 
from the State are issued to children and 
sick adults to assure them of a regular sup- 
ply of reasonably priced milk and eggs. Milk, 
especially, is_ frequently distributed to poor 
people at very cheap prices in exchange for 
Government stamps. 


With his newly acquired wealth and im- 
portance, the farmer has aiso developed an 
independence unknown to the Bauer before 
the war. I know of one little Bauerndorf,* 
or village, in Wurttemberg, South Germany, 
which before the war had a debt of 200,.000,- 
000 marks, or $50,000,000—a burden which, 
work as hard as every farmer in that village 
would, they could never hope to pay off. A 
few months ago, however, when the debt ma- 
tured, it was paid off with several bushels 
of wheat. The 200,000,000 marks are now 
worth just $40. 


The Government is now discussing the 
establishment of a new stable mark, the 
Festmark, to be based on the price of 50 
pounds of wheat. By shifting the money 
basis of the country from gold to wheat, the 
Government will be actually turning over a 
great deal of the power formerly in the 
hands of the bankers to the hands of the 
farmers. 


It can be understood, therefore, why the 
farmer no longer brings his products to the 
door of the city consumer and begs him to 
buy. It is the city hausfrau who now has 
to hike several miles out to the nearest 
Bauerndorf and beg for the privilege of buy- 
ing farm products at enormous figures. In 
general, however, she has to get along with 
egg powders, condensed milk and oleomar- 
garine, for the farmer prefers to send his 
crops and dairy products to the city markets, 
from which he gets better pay; or, if pos- 
sible, to foreign countries. 

When the city papers protest the charges 
of the farmers, the cities are threatened 
with food boycotts. The market place of 
the city of Stutteart, for example, has been 
half-deserted for the last three months. 

A large part of the strength of the farmer in Ger- 
many today lies in a huge national organization, 
known as the Bauern Konsum-Verein, or Farmers’ ’ 
Co-operative Society, which has a branch in every 
village. The Konsum-Verein is controlled and or- 
ganized by the farmers themselves, but at the head 
of each district is a shrewd merchant, who sells the 
crops for the farmers of his district for the highest 
possible price. or stores them in the Konsum-Verein 
warehouses. Thus the German farmer has prac- 
tically eliminated the middleman and his profits. 

The Konsum-Verein also buys seed, supplies and 


. implements at wholesale prices for the farmer, lends 


him money when he is in distress, and gives him ad- 
vice. Meanwhile. the national headquarters of this 
co-operative society keeps

vised an ingenious barter- 
ing system. Crops and 
dairy products are then ex- 
changed for household 
goods, seed and imple- 
ments. The medium of 
trade is usually a Zentner 
of ryve—about 111 English 
pounds, and worth $1.50. 

Even when there is no 
money shortage, the farm-

This consists of 
‘a group of laws demanding that a cer- 
tain percentage of all farm and dairy 
‘products be turned over to the State. 
_which distributes them to poorer people
